The cost to the province will be con- 
siderable, particularly so if there is a rush 
of unemployed men from other sections of 
the country where no such provision has 
been made. But the arrangement is only 
intended to tide over the difficulty until 
Ottawa decides what it intends to do 
about helping to start work-making pro- 
Jects. 

As a temporary measure for meeting 
an emergent situation, the plan looks fair 
and safe. A man can live on forty cents 


per day, but the “dole” is not large 
enough to induce him to turn down the 


chance of a job when one offers. That is 
the happy medium that has to be struck 
in all schemes for direct relief. 

It cannot be long now before the Do- 
minion Government decides what it will 
do in the way of creating work. But it will 


necessarily be some weeks before any 
plans can be got into execution.. In the 
meantime, the “transient” is an. every- 


where present and embarrassing factor in 
the unemployment troubles of the munici- 
palities. What happened in Edmonton on 
Thursday shows that some authority, 
other than the municipality, should take 
the responsibility of looking after him.

It has never been charged against Ed- 
monton people that they are unduly prone 
to hoist the flags and hang out the bunt- 
ing on gala occasions.

petitors. Thousands more are risked in 
securing entertainment features, in put- 


ting and keeping the grounds in shape, and 
in carrying On a permanent organization 
All to the end that a fair may be held here 
and that it may be made the rallying place 
for swarms of people from all parts of 
central and northern Alberta 

This would seem to be one time when 
Edmontonians might indulge freely in the 
display of flags and bunting. The e: 
pense is small, and the effect both real an 
important. These decorations show that 
the people of a community are really inter 
ested in the occasion. They help to give a 
gay appearance to the place and the event

DON'T FEED OR BREED FLIES 


One of the best ways to protect 
health in summer is to do away with 
flies. The common house fly carries 
disease and dirt into your home, The 
fly feeds upon that which is unclean 
particularly on manure and garbage 
In feeding he picks up a_ certain 
amount of filth and carries it into 
your kitchen. He may light on your 
food, the mouth of your baby, on the 
hands, or some wound where he has 
a good chance of distributing disease 
germs. 

Many diseases such as typhoid, 
dyptheria, infantile paralysis and 
tuberculosis are believed to be carried 
by flies from one family to another. 

This is the time of the year when 
all of our newspapers will start pub- 
lishing articles about the perils of the 
house fly; swatting campaigns are 
started, and you are frequently ad- 
vised to swat the fly. But in spite of 
the swatting campaign, files still de- 
velop, and such a campaign is fruit- 
less unless you go back and eliminate | 
the real source of the fly. 

The best thing to do to avoid flies 
is to clean up the premises where 
they breed. Kill the fly before it has 
even hatched. This is much more 
certain than even swatting. | 

Usually the fly lives around gar- 
bage pails, outdoor toilets, stables or 
piles of dirt Any kind of protein 
food will furnish sof in which the fly 
may lay her eggs which quickly de- 
velop into other flies 

The life of the fly usually 
about ten days and one female lays 
about 120 eggs at a time, laying four 
times during her life. A short period 
later all of her children are laying 
eggs, and you will have thousands of 
files to swat 

The best thing to do in getting rid 
of flies is to remove all garbage. If 
there is any around keep it tightly

other filth which may be close to the 
home. Here again, fasting the flies 
at your house will be good for your 
family if not for the fites If neces- 
sary, kerosene or chloride of lime may 
be “sprinkled on the manure pile or 
other trash and this will kill the eggs 


and maggots before they develap into 
flies. 
When you eliminate all of the 


breeding places for flies you eliminate 
all the files, You will also find it 
helpful to use fly paper or fly traps 
near the kitchen door as this will stop 
many flies as soon as they enter. 

Windows and doors should be 
screened to protect the food in the 
home, Such precautions as the above 
cost but a few cents and may save 
many doctor bills. 

Of course, the fly may be swatted, 
but since he has about 250 eyes you 
will have to be rather nimble to creep 
up and swat him. However the swat- 


| ting is a good form of active exercise 


I would suggest that you do not go 
to the extreme and develop a fear of 
flies so that you cannot rest when 
you see one. Use your energy to re- 
move the real flies which 
is filth.
